A. E. Dunphy, 
Well 
Known 
Hard- 
ware 
Merchant 
And Former 
N-1 
Faculty 
Member 
Succumbs 


A. E. Dunphy, 
outstanding 
busi- 
nessman 
and distinguished 
pioneer 
member 
of the faculty 
of the State 
Normal and Industrial 
school of El- 
lendale, 
died at his home 
in this 
city early Monday afternoon, 
a vic- 
tim of cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
His 
illness extended 
only over a period 
of approximately 
eight weeks. Dur- 


ing the latter part of December 
he 


suffered slight attacks 
of his afflic- 
tion, but apparently 
recovered 
and 


resumed 
his work at the store. 


Jan. 6 he was again stricken 
and 
when 
his condition 
became . alarm- 
ing he was taken to St. Luke's hos- 
pital 
in Aberdeen, 
where 
he was 
cared for until Jan. 16 when he re- 
turned to his home. Since that time 
he has been confined almost entire- 
ly to his bed. The end came peace- · 
fully 
at 2: 15 o'clock 
and while 
it 
had been expected for several days, 
his death nevertheless 
seemed sud- 
den. 
Albert Edward Dunphy, 66, son of
